Peron Rules Out Wage Hikes 


BUENOS AIRES (UPI) - President Juan 
Peron, who used wage hikes to win worker 
support two decades ago, has told his labor 
backers to forget about big salary 
increases for now until Argentina's 
economy gets back on its feet. 
“ I believe this is the time for 
work with order and tranquility, 
giving our program enough time to 
bear fruit,” Peron said yesterday in 
a 50-minute speech to leaders of the 
General Labor Confederation, the 
nation’s major labor organization. 
The shirtsleeved president looked 
fit during his speech, mixing slang expressions 
and tossing in a quote from an old tango song to 
draw roars of approval from labor leaders.

There was 
no reported police casualties. 
A bomb-laden laundry truck 


exploded outside a rural police 
station at Newtown Hamilton. 
40 miles southwest of Belfast.

Kissinger In Cairo To Map 
Ground Rules For Geneva Talks 


By U. P. INTERNATIONAL 
Secretary of State Henry’ Kis­ 
singer met with three big power 
ambassadors and resumed his 
talks with President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt today to map 
out next week's Middle East 
peace conference. Israel, al­ 
ready threatening to boycott 
the talks in its dispute with 
Syria, was reported balking at 
terms laid down by Sadat. 
Kissinger arrived in Cairo 


yesterday after talks with Alge­ 
rian officials on his Middle East 
tour and held a first round of 
talks with Sadat today that U.S. 
officials described as “ most 
constructive." 
He met later today with Bri­ 
tish Ambassador Sir Philip Ad­ 
ams and French Ambassador 
Brand De Leusse and held a 
separate session with Soviet 
Ambassador Vladimir Vinogra­ 
dov. He then held another 
round of talks with Sadat before 
his scheduled flight to Saudi 
Arabia on the third leg of his 
tour. 
Britain and France are not 


directly involved in the eonfer- 
erence scheduled Tuesday in 
Geneva but Sadat has ex­ 
pressed interest in the two 
countries eventually being at 
the conference table. 
Premier Golda Meir, who 


said yesterday that Israel may 
not attend the conference un­ 
less Syria releases a list of 
captured Israeli war prisoners 


beforehand, called her cabinet 
into special session in Jerusa­ 
lem today. Press reports said 
the session would include dis­ 
cussion of Israeli demands to 
keep Britain and France out of 
the negotiations and for a low- 
key U N. role. 
As the cabinet met, the mili­ 
tary command in Tel Aviv re­ 
ported its second combat death 
in two days in a continuing 
series of exchanges of fire on 
the Egyptian front. 
Mrs. Meir, in her scheduled

Cas a Madrona Is Still In Business 
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Is Serving Meals, Too

“ Tell the people the place is still open, ” said a 
disheartened Robert Deschamps, operator for 15 
years of the Casa Madrona Hotel in Sausalito. 
“ Someday we may be out of business, ” added 
his son, Jean, ‘‘But for now we are still in.” 
The Deschamps report that 
____________________________ 
patronage at the hotel, which 
also houses Le Vivoir restau­ 
rant, plummeted 65 per cent 
last weekend, after the first 
newspaper story that the city is 
considering condemning the 
aged building, a portion of 
which has been undermined by 
earthslides. 


But the Deschamps insist that 
the hotel “has not moved one 
inch in the past 15 years” and 
that “ people can come and eat 
and stay here without fear.” 


Tuesday, the city council ere 
ated a committee to seek an 
alternative to condemnation of 
the hotel, one of the oldest 
buildings in Sausalito. 


Since 1958, Deschamps has 
poured $80,000 and the sweat of 
his own labor into a building he 
does not own. He and his family 
transformed a sleazy bar and 
flop house into a spotless 
French country-style hotel and 
restaurant. 


Owner of the hotel was Floyd 
D. Ailensby, a friend of the 
Deschamps who assured them 
they could operate the Casa 
Madrona and Le Vivoir for life 
But Ailensby died in May, a 
few months after mudslides 
damaged two porch areas dur­ 
ing last winter’s torrential 
rains. 


Executor of Allensby's estate 
is Crocker National Bank, 
which has refused to repair the 
damage or to install drains to 
carry off excess water 
Deschamps’ attorney, John 
Colteaux, has accused the bank 
of caring only about turning a 
better profit with the property 
“ At first they told the family 
they had 30 days to get out,” he 
said. “ I told them to go to 
hell.” 
Rumor is that the bank plans 
to build residential units on the 
hotel site and commercial busi­ 
nesses on a portion of the lot 
that fronts Bridgeway in Sau- 
salito’s busy downtown 


No bank representative at­ 
tended Tuesday’s council meet­ 
ing and the estate's attorney 
has not been available for com­ 
ment. 
Public Works Director Nor­ 
man Wohischlaeger said that if 
no alternative to condemnation 
is found by Jan. 15, he will

the building to determine if it is 
safe. 


So far, only consultants hired 
by the bank have studied soil 
and structural conditions, and it 
is on that bank financed study 
that condemnation has been 
based. 
“ Ninety per cent of the time, 
you can walk in and see if the 
building is falling down,” said 
Wohischlaeger when asked 
what would be the extent of his 
investigation. 
But the Casa Madrona is 
hardly falling down. Le Vivoir 
and the hotel rooms upstairs 
are gleaming and polished, with 
an eye toward the most meticu­ 
lous detail. 
“ Look at that mirror,” said 
Jean Deschamps, pointing to a 
mirror that covers an entire 
wall. “ It is not cracked, this 
building has not moved. What­ 
ever cracks are in the founda­ 
tion have been there 15 years.” 
Two porches recently built by 
Robert Deschamps, admittedly 
have been undermined by the 
slide but they never have been 
used and the remainder of the 
building sits on solid footing, 
the family says. 
The 60-year-old Deschamps is 
a dapper, white-haired man 
who speaks softly in his spare 
English and disdains the con­ 
troversy that has intruded on 
his quiet life. He cares little 
about the legal intricacies and 
regrets that he does not have 
the money himself to make the 
repairs so that he could at least 
run his business until the end of 
his lease, which has another 18 
months to run. 
His wife, Mary, still does the 
cooking for Le Vivoir and her 
culinary skills and the restau­ 
rant’s French charm have been 
the subject of numerous arti­ 
cles. from Los Angeles to Lon­ 
don. 
The place was featured in a 
spread in Playboy magazine 
and Herb Caen, originally chau­ 
vinistic about San Francisco, 
admitted in print that the most 
authentic French restaurant in 
San Francisco is in Sausalito — 
Le Vivoir 
Deschamps, a 
native of 
France who immigrated to Sau­ 
salito from Canada, expressed 
hope that the city would not 
lose the elderly building, even if 
he must give up his business 
He said the hotel was built in 
the 1860s but one book on local 
history, “ Here Today,” places 
its construction in 1889. The city 
landmarks committee is consid­ 
ering buying the building. 
The restaurant and hotel has 
gleaming wood, ornate antiques 
and iron work, fresh cut flow­ 
ers, fireplaces, candlelight and 
a stunning view of city lights 
and the bay — but few guests 
these days.

Roth Asserts He Can 
Bring 'Independence' 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
William Matson Roth, of Ross, 
candidate for the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination next 
year, asserts that he can bring 
independence to the governor’s 
office. 
To back up his claim, he told 
500 persons at a fund-raising 
lunch yesterday that “ I have 
not taken—I will not take—one 
penny from an individual or a 
special interest contributor who 
has a financial stake in the 
decisions of state government.” 
Roth, 
whose grandfather 
founded the Matson Steamship 
Co., commented that “ I know 
and like many of my opponents 
—Republican and Democratic— 
and to my knowledge, none of 
them is a rascal.” 
“ But I am telling you that 
none of them would have 


greater independence than I.” 
Roth was not quite so kind to 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, a fellow 
regent of the University of Cali­ 
fornia. 
He said that Reagan's poli­ 
cies on the board had been one 
of the key reasons he entered 
the race. 
“ You can’t sit across the desk 
from him—as I have at the 
Regents for the past seven 
years—and not entertain the 
thought you would like to re­ 
place him.” 
Roth pledged that as gover­ 
nor he would appoint “ public 
advocates, not special interest 
representatives to the state’s 
regulatory agencies. 


“ I would, to put it more 
succinctly, throw the foxes out 
of the henhouse.”

HOUSTON OJPD - The Sky- 
lab 3 astronauts passed the first 
space station pilots’ record for 
time in space today and said 
they felt like they were just 
starting their 84-day flight. 
Gerald P. Carr, Edward G. 
Gibson and William R. Pogue 
passed the one-third mark of 
their mission—28 days, 23 min­ 
utes—at 9:23 a.m. EST on their 
415th revolution of the earth. At 
9.51 a.m. they surpassed the 
Sky lab 1 crew’s time of 28 days, 
49 minutes, 49 seconds. 
The second crew currently 
holds the world spaceflight en­ 
durance record of 59 days and 
11 hours. 
Ground communicator Robert 
Crippen counted down from 10 
to the precise second that the 
pilots passed the time of 
Charles (Pete) Conrad. Joseph 
P. Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz. 
“ You guys have now been in 
orbit as long as the Sky lab 1 
crew,” Crippen told them. 
“ Congratulations. ” 
“ It’s hard to believe Pete and 
his guys were through after this 
long,” Carr replied. “ We feel 
like we’re just getting started.” 
Skylab program director Wil­ 
liam C. Schneider said yester­ 
day there was nothing presently 
to prevent the three astronauts 
from finishing their three- 
month mission. 
Schneider said the astronauts 
have done excellent research 
work and the station, launched 
May 14, was in good shape. 


“ All in all for a vehicle that’s 
been in orbit for seven months, 
it’s behaving very well and 
we’re very pleased with the 
mission as it’s progressing thus 
far,” he said. 
Schneider said the astronauts 
were “ go for 60 days, open 
ended” to the possible three 
months. He said there is no 
problem anyone knows of that 
could end the mission prema­ 
turely. After the astronauts 
spend 59 days in space, ground 
physicians will approve weekly 
extensions of their flight.

crowd of about 40 who attended 
the hearing. 


Louis Vaccaro, who said he 
owns property near the Buon 
Gusto site, claimed that the 
hearing was legally “ clouded.” 
saying neighbors had not been 
given notice of a rezoning hear­ 
ing for the parcel last year. 
Another man, William Anker of 
11 Olema Road, described the 
rezoning as “ sneaky-poo” . 


The town council rezoned the 
property from restricted com­ 
mercial district to multiple res­ 
idential in November, 1972. 


Anker also warned that the 
project may become a “ shoddy 
slum,” and said the develop­ 
ment would compound severe 
drainage and sewage problems 
in the area. 
The project drew the support 
of several residents, one of 
whom described the board as a 
“ bunch of idiots” since lagging 
on approval of the impact re­ 
port will result in wasted time 


and spiralling development 
costs. 
The board said it needs more 
information before acting on 
the report, including the total 
projected cost of the develop­ 
ment, more precise air pollu­ 
tion and traffic information, 
and other data. 


Board members admitted

Three Die 
From Sewer 


Line Fumes 


NEWARK, N .J. (UPI) - 
Three workmen cleaning a big, 
muck-filled sewer pipe in the 
Jersey swamplands were killed 
yesterday when they were over­ 
come by toxic fumes, police 
said. 
A police spokesman said two 
scuba divers who were called 
after rescue workers were driv­ 
en back by the gases pulled the 
bodies from the 4-by-6-foot, 750- 
foot long pipe. 
“ It was filled with muck and 
water,” said Paradiso. 
The captain said the victims, 
who were not wearing gas 
masks, were trying to remove 
sludge from the pipe with a 
narrow, 850-foot-long steel cable 
that had a shovel at one end. 
The other end was attached to a 
truck. 
One of the victims crawled 
into the pipe to look for the end 
of the cleaning cable, and the 
others noted that he failed to 
return and went in after him. 
William Colon, 27, of Jersey 
City, N.J., the foreman of an­ 
other crew, crawled in when 
radio contact was broken off 
and spotted the bodies. He 
backed out in time to avoid 
injury. 
It took the divers three 16- 
minute trips to bring the bodies 
out. Police said the victims 
were found at distances of 50, 
37, and 30 feet from the opening 
of the pipe, which is one of a 
network that carries refuse 
from downtown Newark to the 
swamps. 
A company spokesman said 
the clean-up crews had been 
working under a city contract 
for the past three months and 
that this particular job “ was 
coming to an end. ” 
The victims were not wearing 
gas masks when they entered 
the pipe. Paradiso said. 
The victims, employes of the 
Robinson Pipe Cleaning Co. of 
Newark, were tentatively iden­ 
tified as Thomas Williams. 30, 
Robert Rivers, 36, and Sergio 
Perez, 25, all of Newark.

Men are serv ed first in Asian 
restaurants because, it is said, 
Asian wo men believ e man is a 
weaker, mo re fra g ile being 
who se needs must be taken 
care o f first. 
No t all Asian wo men, ho wev ­ 
er, find life so liberated. 
In India the v ast majo rity o f 
wo men are illiterate, subject to 
arrang ed marriag es which they 
canno t refuse but which their 
wo uld-be male partners can. 
They co nsider their husbands 
as o v erlo rds. Wo men in manual 
jo bs in India receiv e lo wer 
wag es than men and o ften per­ 
fo rm the mo st strenuo us wo rk. 
In Indo nesia, wo men take a 
back seat to the man. Abo ut 90 
per cent o f Indo nesian wo men 
marry under Mo slem law, per­ 
mitting a man fo ur wiv es and 
allo wing him to div o rce them 
o n such g ro unds as neg lect o f 
family duties. But a div o rced 
wife can g o to co urt to v eto any 
marriag e candidate o f her di­ 
v o rced spo use. 
In Japan the family sy stem is 
rig id and ho usewifely duties 
specifically defined — definitely 
unliberated. Keiji Kamata, 28 , 
a bachelo r who wo rks fo r a film 
distributo r, co mmented, “ I 
do n't think it’s po ssible fo r 
wo men to be eco no mically inde­ 
pendent in Japanese so ciety to ­ 
day . Wo men’s Lib is just at­ 
tacking 
in 
o ne 
directio n: 
wo men’s rig hts, wo men’s po si­ 
tio n. The who le so ciety , the 
who le 
so cial 
sy stem 
must 
chang e fo r wo men's po sitio n to 
impro v e. Rig ht no w, Japan is a 
man’s co untry .” 


LATIN AMERICA remains 
the stro ng ho ld o f "machismo ” 
— the swashbuckling Do n Juan 
imag e. Wo men’s Liberatio n 
mo v ements are few and far 
between. There is o ne in Arg en­ 
tina that serv es mainly as a 
discussio n g ro up, 
ano ther in 
V enezuela that 
pro tested 
ag ainst a beauty co ntestant, 
and a "wo men’s rig hts” g ro up 
in Peru try ing to chang e dis­ 
criminato ry la ws. No mo re 
than a fo urth o f the adult wo m­ 
en ho ld jo bs o utside the ho me in 
Latin American co untries. 


"We’re no t abo ut to bum o ur 
bras,” a y o ung Chilean wo man 
said. "They ’re to o ex pensiv e.” 
Maria Elena Oddo ne, the 
spo keswo man o f an Arg entine 
Wo men’s Liberatio n g ro up, 
didn’t want to rev eal her 
g ro up’s membership “ because 
we are so few it’s a psy cho lo g i­ 
cally neg ativ e facto r. 


"It will take fiv e, six o r sev en 
y ears fo r us to reach the lev el 
o f co nscio usness and activ ism 
that the U.S. wo men’s libera­ 
tio n mo v ement has achiev ed,” 
she said. 


In Peru 40 per cent o f univ er­ 
sity enro llment is female, but 
there are still laws that fo rbid 
wo men to wo rk witho ut their 
husbands’ co nsent. 


In a number o f Latin Ameri­ 
can co untries there are wo men 
po litical fig ures, 
but usually 
they are fig ureheads acting fo r 


a male family member.

PUERTO RICO, perhaps be­ 
cause o f its clo se relatio nship 
with the United States, do es 
hav e a v o cal Wo men’s Libera­ 
tio n mo v ement, wo men cabinet 
members, and San Juan fo r 20 
y ears had a wo man may o r.

A Return To Sensible Fashions 


ON BEING BLACK 
Parallels In 
Sexism, Racism?

SALT LAKE CITY — “ White women hav e 
been ‘niggered’ in this society , too. Institu­ 
tionalized sex ism and institutionalized racism 
are parallel phenomena. ” 
The speaker was a white female, encourag­ 
ing blacks and women to unite against a 
common oppressor — the white male. 
Though there may be a few logistical 
parallels between the women’s liberation 
mov ement and the black libera- _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ 
tion mov ement — strategies 
and rhetoric for b rin gin g about 
desired changes — the nonpar­ 
allels are considerably more 
glaring. 
White women are not accused 
of being members of a com­ 
pletely separate species, as 
black people hav e been. They 
hav e not been bombarded by 
theories and theses published 
down through history which at­ 
tempt to prov e them to be 
something less than human. 


WITHOUT EXCEPTION, 
these ethnologies are absolutely 
Incredible. Still, they were 
widely read and seriously con-

sidered. It is the task of the 
“ race thinker” to reinforce 
and/or substantiate what he al­ 
ready (rightly or wrongly ) be­ 
liev es. 


Skull size, facial features, 
brain size (along with the num­ 
ber and depth of fissures) and 
IQ hav e been offered (scientifi­ 
cally and academically ) as ex ­ 
planations for racial differences 
and a rationale for subhuman 
treatment for blacks. 


One scholar applied the theo­ 
ry of hy brid reproduction to 
blacks and whites. His theory 
stated that, since blacks and 
whites were of separate spec­ 
ies, their offspring (like tanger­ 
ines and mules) would be ste­ 
rile. 
unable 
to 
reproduce 
themselv es. Consequently , 
black-white hy brids would 
ev entually die out. His theory , 
obv iously , was lacking in proof. 


Would y ou believ e another 
lunatic (employ ing the scientific 
method) dev eloped a theory 
using body lice (y eah, body lice) 
as indices to the separate-spec- 
ies theory ? To my knowledge, 
white women are priv ileged to 
host the same strains of body 
lice as white males. According 
to this looney , not so with 
blacks and whites. 
Criminal tendencies and a 
procliv ity for pov erty hav e nev ­ 
er scientifically and academi­ 
cally been assigned to white 
women, and they hav e nev er 
been accused of being a step 
closer to apes (on the ev olution­ 
ary scale) than their male coun­ 
terparts.

State Board Vetoes 
School Age Propos al

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state Board of Education y es­ 
terday went on record against 
lowering California’s compulso­ 
ry school attendance age to 14. 
The National Commission on 
Secondary School Reform ear­ 
lier this week recommended 
such a reduction in the age of 
required attendance, contend­ 
ing it would combat classroom 
boredom. 
But Dr. Wilson Riles, state 
school superintendent, told the 
board, “ The answer to prob­ 
lems of boredom by high school 
students is not to giv e up on 
their education, abandoning 
them to the streets.’’ 
“ If the compulsory attend­ 
ance age were lowered to 14, 
the result in California could 
mean more than 1.5 million 
additional teen-agers out of 
school,” Riles said. 
“ That would not only be an 
educational tragedy , but also 
an economic disaster for the 
state ’s already strained job 
market,” he added. 
Currently , California students 


must attend school until they 
are 18 or receiv e a high school 
diploma. The board's resolution 
urged that this requirement be 
retained. 
Riles also wanred the board 
to “ go-slow” on the idea of 
sw itching to four-day school 
weeks to ease the energy short­ 
age. 
If four-day school weeks were 
adopted throughout the state, 
Riles said it would leav e many 
working parents with the prob­ 
lem of what to do with their 
y oungsters on the fifth day . 
“ And we also should be sure 
that a four-day week really 
would sav e energy ,” Riles said. 
“ What about the y oungster who 
stay s at home on the fifth day 
and turns on the telev ision all 
day . Is that sav ing energy ?” 
L egislation perm itting d is­ 
tricts to adopt four-day weeks 
has been proposed by Assem-

Signs Encouraging On 
Bald Eagle Population 


By L'.P. INTERNATIONAL 
Will the day come when bald 
eagles — the national bird — 
can be found only in zoos? 
Although there is no clear 
answer to the fate of this en­ 
dangered species, the experts 
are coming up with some en­ 
couraging evidence that the no­ 
ble birds may escape extinction 
in their wild habitat. 
Once plentiful on the East 
and West coasts, the whitehead­ 
ed, black-bodied eagles with 
wingspans of up to eight feet 
have fallen prey in recent years 
to pesticide — poisoned foods, 
human encroachment on nest­ 
ing sites, poisoned bait, electro­ 
cution on power lines, and hunt­ 
ers. Protection by federal and 
state laws has proved ineffectu­ 
al. 
The Interior Department's 
first eagle census, completed 
last spring, indicates that at 
least 1,000 pairs nest in the 
United States south of the Cana­ 
dian border, some 250 more 
pairs than previously estimat­ 
ed. However, officails of the 
Audubon Society — a leader in 
the crusade to save the bald 
eagle — claim this represents a 
more extensive beak count 
rather than a real increase in 
eagle population 
We're dealing with birds 
with a longevity of 20 to 30 
years, so it’s too early to make 
any correlation between the 
ban on the use of DDT and any 
increase in eagle reproduc­ 
tion,” said Richard Paul, an 
Audubon research biologist. 
"Such information just doesn't 
exist yet.” 
Eagles ingest DDT and other 
pesticides with their food, 90 
per cent of which is fresh water 


fish, to the extent that residues 
in the birds sometimes is a 
million times that found in the 
environment. High level resi­ 
dues causes eagles' eggs to be 
infertile or kills the developing 
embryo. Eggs also develop un­ 
usually thin shells that are bro­ 
ken easily during incubation. 
In Maine, where DDT resi­ 
dues tend to disappear slowly in 
the cold soil, authorities count­ 
ed 29 eagles’ nests in use but 
found only eight eaglets. By 
contrast in warmer California, 
19 nests contained 24 chicks, an 
average of 1.26 per nest 
“ Wre feel this level of produc­ 
tivity is satisfactory to main­ 
tain the population as it now 
exists,” said Robert Malette. 
biologist for the California De­ 
partment of Fish and Game, 
who also stressed it will be a 
few years before experts can 
declare the eagle's decline halt­ 
ed. 
Fortunately, the level of DDT 
in fresh water fish has declined 
sharply, and young eagles are 
expected to be much freer of 
residue than older birds. But 
tremendous damage already 
has been done, according to all 
research sources. 
National Audubon Research 
director .Alexander Sprunt IV 
believes the eagle population in 
some areas — notably parts of 
Florida, Maine, Chesapeake 
Bay and the Great Lakes — has 
declined as much as 50 to 90 per 
cent in the past 20 years. 
The Interior Department's 
survey of the largest eagle pop­ 
ulations showed 300 to 400 pairs 
in Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
Michigan, 350 pairs in Mary­ 
land, Delaware, Virginia and 
Florida, and 100 pairs in Ore-

gon and Washington. In the 
Lake Erie region, there are 
only seven known breeding 
pairs and they produced only 
one eaglet this year 
Malette said the California 
eagle population of about 50 
pairs has held steady for two 
years and biologists are ‘ opti­ 
mistic” about the species hold­ 
ing its own unless human activ­ 
ity causes wholesale relocation 
of nesting sites. 
‘i f these activities continue, 
they may cause a significant 
decline in the population by 
preventing birds from sustain­ 
ing themselves,” he said “ In 
some cases disturbances at the 
nest will cause chicks to starve 
to death w'hen adult birds won t 
come in to feed them. Where 
nests are on public land, we 
work closely with public land 
agencies to make them as dis­ 
turbance free as possible.” 
For nests on private lands, he 
said, the department has asked 
owners, such as loggers, to 
modify their land use practices 
near nests. In certain eases, the 
department’s protection efforts 
may include acquiring the prop­ 


erty immediately around the 
nest area. In addition, warnings 
are issued to *he public that 
persons shooting eagles are 
subject to a fine of $1,000 or one 
year in jail, or both. 
Zoos are not the answer to 
the preservation of the species 
because eagles do not breed 
well in captivity. Only one in­ 
stance of successful breeding — 
more than 50 years ago in the 
Buffalo. 
N.Y., zoo — was 
recorded until last February 
when an eaglet was hatched at 
the Crandon Park Zoo in Mi­ 
ami, Fla. Another was hatched 
in May at the National Zoologi­ 
cal Park in Washington, D.C.

Resig nation Of 


Mailliard Seen 


By PAUL E. PETERZELL 
Assembly man John L. Bu r­ 
ton. D-San Francisco, an u noffi­ 
cial candidate for the Demo­ 
cratic nomination in the Fifth 
Cong ressional District, predict­ 
ed last nig ht that the Repu bli­ 
can incu mbent will resig n with­ 
in week s to force a special 
election. 


William S. Mailliard has held 
the seat since 19 52. bu t has 
conceded reelection wou ld be 
v ery difficu lt becau se Su preme 
Cou rt redistricting rem ov ed 
major seg ments of v oters who 
traditionally ballot for Repu bli­ 
cans. 


A special election, howev er, 
wou ld be held in the old dis­ 
trict. v astly im prov ing the 
chance of another Repu blican 
to be elected and hav e the 
adv antag e of ru nning for re- 
election as an incu mbent. Sen. 
Milton Mark s. R-San Francisco, 
is considering mak ing a ru n for 
the seat in the ev ent of a 
special election 


Citing specu lation that Mail- 
liard will be nominated by the 
President for an am bassador­ 
ship. Bu rton also predicted the 
cong ressman wou ld not resig n 
u ntil the appointment was con­ 
firmed by the Senate. “ I k now I 
wou ldn't,” Bu rton said. 
Speak ing before the Marin 
Cou nty D em ocratic C entral 
Committee in the Marin Civ ic 
Center. 
Bu rton said he will 
m ak e his candidacy official 
early nex t y ear. 
The state chairman of his 
party . Bu rton said he had de­ 
cided to mak e the switch to 
Cong ress becau se he was “ con­ 
cerned abou t the cou ntry — 
something has to be done. Con­ 
g ress is where I can help solv e 
problems," he declared. 
Withou t offering details, he 
pointed to his nine-y ear “ record 
of accomplishment” in the state 
Assembly . 
A nticipating objections to 
hav ing a second Bu rton in Con­ 
g ress (his brother. Phillip, also

what they 'll do.” 


Retu rning to the prospect of a 
special election. Bu rton said 
"any sensible g ov ernor wou ld 
call it concu rrently with the 
iJu ne) prim ary ." He ack nowl­ 
edg ed 
the special election 
wou ld g iv e an adv antag e to 
Repu blicans, bu t said the econ­ 
omy will be so bad by then that 
Democrats will hav e the u pper 
hand any way . 


(Election law requ ires the 
g ov ernor to call a special elec­ 
tion within 14 day s of when a 
v acancy occu rs, bu t becau se it 
already is less than 180 day s 
before the Ju ne primary he also 
can consolidate the special elec­ 
tion with the primary . 


i If he called a special election 
sooner, both it and a ru noff, if 
needed, wou ld hav e to be held 
within 91 day s of his call for the 
election.) 
(Voters in a special election 
ballot for any one ru nning , not 
ju st for those in their political 
party . If no one wins a majori­ 
ty , a ru noff is held between the 
top v ote g etters in each party . 
(If the special election were 
consolidated with the Ju ne pri­ 
mary , candidates wou ld ru n in 
both the old and new district. 
The winner of the special elec­ 
tion thu s wou ld be an incu m­ 
bent on the Nov ember ballot.) 
The 28 persons in the au di­ 
ence in the su perv isors cham­ 
bers inclu ded other annou nced 
or u nofficial candidates for nex t 
y ear’s elections, inclu ding Alan 
F. Reev es of San Francisco. He 
said there is “a clear-cu t philo­ 
sophical difference betw een” 
himself and Bu rton, bu t de­ 
clined to answer au dience qu es­ 
tions on the differences, say ing 
it was “ not fair" to tak e u p the 
au dience's time with the an­ 
swers. 
T. V. McGu ire, a San Rafael 
bu sinessman, said from the au ­ 
dience that he is considering 
ru nning for the D em ocratic 
nomination in the cong ressional 
district, which inclu des north­ 
ern San Francisco, all of Marin 
and a sliv er of Sou thern Sono­ 
ma. He said it is “ time we g et 
nonprofessional politicians,” 
and termed himself “a citizen 
who is teed off and g riped.” 


West Wing 


Of Cap itol 


Off Limits 


SACRAMENTO (UP1) - The 
state leg islatu re y esterday de­ 
clared the historic west wing of 
the Capitol off limits to the 
pu blic effectiv e Jan. 1 for fear 
that centu ry -old g olden dome 
wou ld collapse in an earth­ 
qu ak e. 
Both the Senate and Assem­ 
bly , howev er, will continu e to 
meet in their ornate chambers 
in the west wing . 
Assembly man John L. Bu r­ 
ton, D-San Francisco, chairman 
of the Joint Ru les Committee, 
said “personal g u ests" of leg is­ 
lators will be allowed in the 
rear of each chamber after 
they sig n “a waiv er of liabili­ 
ty ." 
Bu rton also said the v iewing 
g alleries abov e the chambers 
will be closed. 
L eg islativ e em ploy es and 
news media members will be 
permitted access to the cham­ 
bers when the leg islatu re is in 
session. 
Bu rton also said liv e closed- 
circu it telev ision transmission 
of the sessions of each hou se 
wou ld be prov ided for the pu b­ 
lic in two hearing rooms in the 
east wing of the Capitol. 
Bu rton said all serv ice u nits, 
su ch as the bill room, telephone 
messag e center and state po­ 
lice, ere being relocated in the 
newer east wing . 
By Jan. 1, Bu rton said, all 
pu blic entrances to the west 
wing will be closed. Work ers 
Wednesday beg an sealing the 
entrances between the two 
wing s with sheetrock . 
Bu rton’s annou ncement came 
the same day a 40-y ear era of 
the press sharing qu arters with 
the leg islatu re in the Capitol 
ended when the last news serv ­ 
ice, United Press International, 
mov ed ou t. 
UPI was the last of the print 
media to abandon the historic 
Capitol. Lik e most other news 
org anizations, UPI mov ed into 
priv ate offices in the Park Ex ­ 
ecu tiv e Bu ilding one bljck from 
the home of the leg islatu re. 
One resident of the west wing 
has refu sed to leav e and she 
has a $10 billion reason to 
remain. 
Abou t $10 billion worth of 
bonds and secu rities owned by 
the state, most of them neg otia­ 
ble as cash, are stored in the 
v au lt of State Treasu rer Iv y 
Bak er Priest. 
Reag an administration offi­ 
cials hav e been u nable to find 
another v au lt with the same 
secu rity and capacity of her 
cu rrent one, and Mrs. Priest 
say s she won’t mov e u ntil they 
do. 
Also remaining in the Capitol 
are Lt. Gov . Ed Reineck e, Sen. 
Georg e Moscone and Assembly ­ 
man Willie L. Brown, along 
with two telev ision newsmen. 
They all plan to leav e before 
Dec. 31.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Leg ­ 
islation intended to open pu blic 
lands for constru ction of more 
priv ately owned sk i resorts 
drew 
fire 
y esterday 
from 
spok esmen for env ironmentalist 
org anizations. 


The env ironmentalists, testi­ 
fy ing before the Hou se Pu blic 
Lands Su bcommittee, termed 
the leg islation 
“a landg rab" 
and charg ed it wou ld lead to 
the ‘ destru ction” of scenic 
mou ntainsides in the West. 


A spok esman for the Sierra 
Clu b also su g g ested the bill, 
introdu ced by Rep. Harold T. 
Johnson, D-Calif., was intended 
to pav e the way for a hu g e sk i 
and su mmer resort that Disney 
Enterprises wants to bu ild on 
g ov ernment land in California. 


The leg islation was su pported 
by the Forest Serv ice, spok es­ 
men for sk i operators and an 
official of a Denv er, Colo., bank 
which has financed the con 
stru ction of two big sk i resorts. 
The bill wou ld do away with 
an 8 0-acre limitation on the 
amou nt of pu blic land that ma> 
be leased to a commercial en­ 
terprise. It also wou ld allow 
leases for u p to 50 y ears instead 
of the 30 y ears now permitted 
u nder the law. 
“This bill represents an u n­ 
precedented landg rab by com­ 
mercial dev elopers, aimed at 
national forest lands that be­ 
long to all of the people,” said 
Georg e Alderson, a spok esman 
for Friends of the Earth. Alder­ 
son also said it wou ld mean 
“people cou ld be requ ired to 
pay a priv ate dev eloper for the 
priv ileg e of setting foot on some 
of the most scenic lands in the 
national forest sy stem.”

Lloy d Tu pling , speak ing for 
the Sierra Clu b, said the bill 
cou ld “lead to the destru ction" 
of larg e areas in the national 
forest and possibly prev ent pu b­ 
lic access to wilderness areas. 


Tu pling also charg ed the bill 
was intended to end a cou rt 
fig ht between the Sierra Clu b 
and the g ov ernment ov er For­ 
est Serv ice plans to g rant a 
permit to Disney Enterprises 
for its Mineral King resort in 
the Sierra Nev ada mou ntains of 
California. 
The Sierra Clu b spok esman 
said the hu g e resort wou ld be 
bu ilt in a scenic area citizen 
g rou ps had long been try ing to 
g et added to the Sequ oia Na­ 
tional Park . 
Johnson, who su ffered inju ­ 
ries in a fall, was u nable to 
attend. Bu t in a statement read 
by an aide, the California con­ 
g ressm an said the bill was 
“ needed particu larly for most 
sk iing areas where 80 acres is 
an insu fficient amou nt of land 
to dev elop and operate an ade­ 
qu ate sk i facility .”

Forest 
Serv ice 
Chief Rex ford A. Resler told 
the committee headed by Rep. 
John Meleher, D-Mont., that the 
bill wou ld “enhance the part­ 
nership between the Forest 
Serv ice and the priv ate sector 
in prov iding needed recreation­ 
al facilities in the national for­ 
ests.” 
F A. Wallace, ex ecu tiv e v ice 
president of the National For­ 
ests Recreation Association, de­ 
nied a contention by Meleher 
that the constru ction of sk i 
slopes on mou ntainsides often 
left u g ly scars. 
“ One person can look at a sk i 
slope as a sear,” Wallace said. 
“Someone else look s at it as 
recreation. 
Natu re itself has 
scarred mou ntainsides. It’s in 
the ey es of the beholder.” 
Wallace contended that sk i 
operators were “ v ery sensi­ 
tiv e” to env ironmental v alu es 
and wanted to preserv e the 
scenery at their resorts. 
Thomas W. Swanson, v ice 
president of the United Bank of 
Denv er, u rg ed that the bill be 
passed to mak e it easier for 
resort dev elopers to borrow 
money . 
Swanson said his bank had 
prov ided financing to Vail Asso­ 
ciates and the Aspen Sk iing 
Corp., bu t that both had “ well- 
established” resort operations 
before the loans were made. 
“ Under the ex isting Forest 
Serv ice permit sy stem, I hav e 
dou bts whether ou r bank , with­ 
ou t this prev iou s ex perience, 
wou ld u ndertak e to finance a 
new and u ntried sk i area opera­ 
tion,” Swanson said. 
The bank official said the 80- 
acre limitation on size and the 
30-y ear max imu m life of a per­ 
m it 
places 
“ seriou s 
con­ 
straints” from a lender’s v iew­ 
point.

W a rre n Speaks 
A g a in s t Secrecy 


WASHINGTON (UPD - If 
anything is to be learned from 
Watergate, says former Chief 
Justice Earl Warren, it is that 
“ we should strike at secrecy in 
government wherever it ex­ 
ists.” 
Speaking at a lunch yester­ 
day where prizes were given to 
reporters in the name of the 
late columnist Drew Pearson, 
Warren conceded the need for 
some degree of confidentiality 
in government decision-making. 
“ But to recognize that fact, 
one need not subscribe to the 
bizarre contentions of the ad­ 
ministration for boundless se­ 
crecy under the ensign of exec­ 
utive privilege and national 
security,” he said. “ If we are to 
learn from the debacle we are 
in, we should first strike at 
secrecy in government wherev­ 
er it exists, because it is the 
incubator for corruption.”

Plans Population Stand 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - After 
two weeks in office the new 
head of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service last 
night deliberately set out to stir 
up a public controversy over 
how big a population the nation 
should have. 
Leonard F. Chapman Jr , re­ 
tired Marine Corps Comman­ 
dant, said the nation is going to 
have to face that question as 
supplies of energy and other 
resources recurringly fail to 
meet the demands of population 
growth. 
Chapman, an appointee of 
President Nixon, sworn in Nov. 
29. told reporters he does not 


personally lean either way on 
the population question but 
pledged he will take a position 
soon after he studies the ques­ 
tion 
He said the question has two 
sides: 
The nation has an “ open 
door” tradition, with the under­ 
standing all Americans, except 
Indians, are immigrants or de­ 
scendants of immigrants. 
At the other end of the spec­ 
trum, Chapman said, there is 
pressure to "haul up the gang­ 
plank" — pressure against im­ 
migration might as the supply 
of space and resources become 
scarcer

It Just Takes 
Some Teaching 


The tra ining a nd tea ching o f y o ur do g a nd y o ur 
wife. Tha t’s wha t this co lumn is a ll a bo ut. 
La st Wednesda y when the bunch o f us went to 
the Sa cra mento hunting a rea , we na tura lly to o k 
my do g , Bruno . Yo u sho uld see him. He’s sup­ 
po sed to be a purebred Spring er, but he ha s big 
feet a nd sho rt hea v y leg s just like a Ba sset ho und. 
Three y ears ago, Howard ------------------------------ 
buck snorted and took off. Oh, 
we had our problems at first. 
I remember one time — I 
believe it was on the 17th buck 
— that I told her that if a buck 
wasn’t shot at it would always 
turn and look back at the crest 
of the ridge. That was the time 
to shoot. We tried this, but the 
bucks never looked back. Final­ 
ly, I said to shoot at the next 
buck no matter what. She got 
the buck! I couldn’t believe it. 
It was a running shot. From 
then on it was bucks, bucks, 
bucks! 


Leach of Sacramento, one of 
my deer hunting partners, sent 
him to me, I think, as a joke. 
He has turned out to be just 
great. He doesn’t fight with 
other dogs, lives in the house 
like a king, retrieves ducks 
adm irably , hunts pheasants, 
and will track a crippled buck 
until it’s found; and he doesn't 
have an iota of meanness in 
him. 


ALL OF THESE features 
were born in him, but he still 
had to be taught. First Mary, 
my wife, took him to the Post 
Office where she works. There, 
Bruno met all of Woodacre. 
From the handouts he received 
every day, he learned that peo­ 
ple were friendly, so he devel­ 
oped his enormous appetite and 
liking for people. 
We took him when he was 
about eight months old on all 
the hunts. He learned q uickly, 
and has been a help in every ­ 
thing we do. He handles a duck 
or a pheasant with such tender­ 
ness, that no mark is ever left 
on the bird. Now you can’t beat 
that! 
Now, let’s take the wives. I 
always hear from people about 
the fact that I go to the moun­ 
tains for a whole month each 
y ear.

I got her a Marlin .32 Special, 
lever action, then we held some 
target practice sessions. She 
eventually became a pretty 
good shot Then it was after the 
bucks At first it was a fiasco! I 
think I showed her every buck 
in Marin County before she 
finally got off a shot. We tried 
everything. 


I REMEMBER taking her to 
« Nicasio before she had that 
tJjrst buck. We went for a hunt, 
<« nd up on one of the ridges we 
iaw a good buck feeding. We 
“made a long sneak on it, then 
rtrom behind a big rock. I told 
‘her to take it. I figured this 
time, I would back her up with 
my gun I counted one . , 
two 
. . . three, and shot. She didn't 
get her shot off. but I did. I had 
already used my “A” tag that 
y ear, I looked at her and she 
thought I was going to have her 
tag the downed buck. Two big 
tears showed in her eyes 
I 
'fagged the buck! Did you ever 
hate a woman just for a min- 
'Dte? 
At Webber Lake later that 
j’ear, a big buck stood up be­ 
hind a log and I had no rifle. ! 
‘could see her front sight going 
around in circles She couldn’t 
get the shot off — finally that 
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I GUESS SHE’S bagged 30 or 
so since that eventful day. Then 
it was pheasants and ducks, 
sage grouse, trout, steelhead 
and salmon, abalones, clams 
and cockles. She became an 
enthused outdoorswoman and 
she can now hold up with the 
best of the men. She can also 
cook, and understands and fills 
in with the campfire jargon. 
She’s fully aware of the beauty 
of the outdoors, so when she 
can’t go, there is no displeasure 
on her part that I can go. I get 
a kick out of it all.

years of the Casa Madrona Hotel in Sausalito. 
Someday we may be out of business,” added 
his son, Jean, ‘‘But for now we are still in.”

patronage at the hotel, which 
also houses Le Vivoir restau­ 
rant. plum meted 65 per cent 
last weekend, after the first 
newspaper story that the city is 
considering condem ning the 
aged building, a portion of 
which has been underm ined by 
earthslides.

Owner of the hotel was Floyd 
D. Allensby, a friend of the 
Deschamps who assured them 
they could operate the Casa 
Madrona and Le Vivoir for life. 
But Allensby died in May. a

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Jury Panel Calls For PG&E 
Line Leasing, Undergrounding 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A 
grand jury yesterday revived a 
50-year-old national park dam 
controversy and recommended 
that the city take over electric 
power distribution from the 
giant Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co 


The city a tto rn ey ’s office 
promptly pooh-poohed the 7,000 
word report 


A product of the jury's Public 
Utilities Committee, the report 
recommended the following: 


Immediate leasing of power 
lines from PG&E. 
Acquisition by means of reve­ 
nue bonds through a non-profit 
corporation of PG&E facilities. 
Combined electricity and wa­ 
ter bills for city customers 
Undergrounding of all power 
lint's within 10 years. 
“ It looks to me as if they've 
overlooked a lot of technicali­ 
ties and legalities,” said Wil­ 
liam Bourne, the city attorney’s 
general counsel for public utili­ 
ties for the past 11 years. 
The report hinges on a con­ 
troversy over public power that 
began half a century ago when 
the Hetch Hetchy Valley was 
damned in Yosemite National 
Park to provide San Francisco 
with power and water. 
The dam on the Tuolumne 
River was a personal defeat for 
conservationist John Muir, who 
founded the Sierra Club The 
environmentalist-oriented club 
s till 
in s is ts 
th a t 
the 
O’Shaughnessy Dam should be 
torn down and the Little Yo­ 
semite Valley be returned to its 
natural state. 
Congressional 
legislation in 
1913 authonzed the dam But it 
specified that the city couidn t 
sell its Hetch Hetchy electncity 
to private utility companies for 
resale, said the grand jury re­ 
port. In 1940 the U.S. Supreme 
Court issued an injunction that 
told the city to quit disposing of 
electric power through PG&E 
In 1930 a second phase of the 
Hetch Hetchy plan was com­ 
pleted with the purchase of 
privately owned Spring Valley 
Water Co 
The grand jury questioned 
the low-cost sale of Hetch 
Hetchy power to the Modesto 
and Turlock Irrigation Districts 
— original partners with San 
Francisco in the Tuolumne Riv 
er water and power develop­ 
ment 
Mrs. Jean P. Sullivan, chair 
man of the jury’s Public Utili 
ties Committee, said she re­ 
viewed the old court decisions 
and, “ My eyes popped out The 
law is clear," she said. “The 
city is supposed to have a 


public power system Where is 
it?” 
The grand jury report called 
for creation of a Hetch Hetchy 
P ow er D istrib u tio n C orp.. 
which would become a non­ 
profit, non stock corporation to 
issue revenue bonds without the 
ability to levy taxes. It would 
acquire PG&E properties, in­ 


cluding power lines, to be 
leased to the city. 
Bourne said the report over­ 
looked a number of technical 
details.

Roth Asserts H e Can 


Bring Independence' 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
William Matson Roth, of Ross, 
candidate for the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination next 
year, asserts that he can bring 
independence to the governor's 
office. 
To back up his claim, he told 
500 persons at a fund-raising 
lunch yesterday that “ I have 
not taken—I will not take—one 
penny from an individual or a 
special interest contributor who 
has a financial stake in the 
decisions of state government." 
Roth, 
whose 
grandfather 
founded the Matson Steamship 
Co., commented that “ I know 
and like many of my opponents 
—Republican and Democratic— 
and to my knowledge, none of 
them is a rascal." 
"But I am telling you that 
none of them would have 


greater independence than I." 
Roth was not quite so kind to 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, a fellow 
regent of the University of Cali­ 
fornia. 
He said that Reagan's poli­ 
cies on the board had been one 
of the key reasons he entered 
the race. 
“ You can t sit across the desk 
from him—as I have at the 
Regents for the past seven 
years—and not entertain the 
thought you would like to re­ 
place him.” 


Roth pledged that as gover­ 
nor he would appoint "public 
advocates, not special interest 
representatives to the state’s 
regulatory agencies. 


" I would, to put it more 
succinctly, throw the foxes out 
of the henhouse." 


HOUSTON (UPD - The Sky- 
lab 3 astronauts passed the first 
space station pilots’ record for 
time in space today and said 
ihey felt like they were just 
starting their 84-day flight. 
Gerald P. Carr, Edward G. 
Gibson and William R. Pogue 
passed the one-third mark of 
their mission—28 days, 23 min­ 
utes—at 9.23 a.m. EST on their 
415th revolution of the earth. At 
9:51 a.m. they surpassed the 
Skylab 1 crew’s time of 28 days, 
49 minutes, 49 seconds. 
The second crew currently 
holds the world spaceflight en­ 
durance record of 59 days and 
11 hours. 
Ground communicator Robert 
Crippen counted down from 10 
to the precise second that the 
pilots passed the time of 
Charles (Pete) Conrad, Joseph 
P. Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz. 
"You guys have now been in 
orbit as long as the Skylab 1 
crew ," Crippen told them. 
"Congratulations." 
"It’s hard to believe Pete and 
his guys were through after this 
long," Carr replied. "We feel 
like we’re just getting started." 
Skylab program director Wil­ 
liam C. Schneider said yester­ 
day there was nothing presently 
to prevent the three astronauts 
from finishing their three- 
month mission. 
Schneider said the astronauts 
have done excellent research 
work and the station, launched 
May 14, was in good shape. 


"All in all for a vehicle that’s 
been in orbit for seven months, 
it’s behaving very well and 
we’re very pleased with the 
mission as it’s progressing thus 
far," he said. 
Schneider said the astronauts 
were "go for 60 days, open 
ended" to the possible three 
months. He said there is no 
problem anyone knows of that 
could end the mission prema­ 
turely. After the astronauts 
spend 59 days in space, ground 
physicians will approve weekly 
extensions of their flight. 
"This crew certainly doesn’t 
have anything to be asbamed 
of," he said. “ We’re not partic­ 
ularly happy that the filters 
were left out, but we don’t think 
it’s an earth shattering thing." 
For the first time in their 28- 
day trip, the astronauts saw 
Comet Kohoutek without the aid 
of their optical instruments. 
Pogue, obviously excited as he 
watched the comet streak to­ 
ward its loop around the sun, 
said it had grown significantly 
brighter during the past 24 
hours.

54 Persons Missing 


From Sunken Vessel 


SUVA, Fiji Islands (UPI) - 
O fficials reported yesterday 
that 54 persons were missing in 
the sinking of a cargo ship by a 
powerful cyclone packing 100 
mile an hour winds. 
There were 41 known survi­ 
vors among the 95 passengers 
on the inter-island vessel Ului- 
lakeba which sank Monday off 
the southern tip of Fiji enroute 
from Vatoa Island to Ogea Is­ 
land 
Among the missing was Dr. 
Melvin Hill, chairman of the 
music department at Pacific 
Union College near Napa, Cal­ 
if.. and his wife. Jean Mrs. Hill 
is an assistant professor in the 
school's art department. 
The Seventh Day Adventist- 
operated liberal arts college is 
at Angwin, C alif, 25 miles from 
Napa 
The Hills were headed for 
Australia for the Christmas hol­ 
idays. school officials reported 
One survivor, Metui Lasaru- 
sa. 43, said the ship “ went down 
so quickly in those big seas 
many people were trapped in 
their cabins." 
L asaru sa, the ship's boat­ 
swain who was rescued from 
the seas Tuesday, said a shark 


encircled him while he was 
swimming alone. 
“ f was using a sack of un­ 
husked coconuts as a floater," 
he said. “ I had drifted with a 
very strong current since the 
ship sank about 1330 hours on 
Monday On Tuesday afternoon 
shortly before I was picked up I 
saw a shark’s fin slice through 
the water toward me. 
"I am a God fearing man and 
I prayed. The shark seemed to 
veer away. It circled me once 
or twice and disappeared 
I 
thanked God and thought of my 
wife and children who were 
awaiting my return in Suva.” 
Lasarusa said he ran up on 
deck when the ship pitched over 
to one side. When the ship 
heeled over a second time he 
saw passengers jumping into 
the heavy sea. he said 
"It was so sudden The wind 
was something like 100 miles an 
hour and the seas seemed more 
than 40 or 50 feet high " 


Electricity Use

tomers used 6 per cent less 
electricity during the first week 
of December than in the com­ 
parable week last year, accord­ 
ing to the utility.

"This report shows that our 
customers are heeding pleas to 
conserve energy," De Young 
said. However, he added the 10 
per cent reduction requested by

on Monday.

The only vote against the 
Ohio Republican came from 
Sen. Sam Ervin, D-N.C., who 
felt that a constitutional prob 
lem over Saxbes pay had not 
been cleared up.

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Report On Apartments Is Delayed 


An environmental impact re­ 
port on a controversial proposal 
(or 80 apartment units off Sir 
Francis Drake Boulevard in 
Fairfax last night failed to gain 
prompt action by the Fairfax 
Design and Environmental Re­ 
view Board. 


The board, after a lengthy 
and often rambling public hear­ 
ing, said more environmental 
impact information is needed 
and continued review of the 
document to 8 p.m. Jan. 10 in 
the Fairfax Women’s Club. 
The report by Lampman and 
Associates of Walnut Creek out- 
lin es the m oderate-incom e 
project proposed by owners El­ 
eanor 
McArdle 
Jean 
and 
McKeon Construction Co. for 20 
one-bedroom apartments and 60 
two-bedroom apartments in 15 
two-story structures on the 3.44- 
acre Buon Gusto restaurant site 
between 
Olema 
Road 
and 
Broadway Avenue. 
The project would require 
paved surfaces over 88 per cent 


of the site, require 176 parking 
spaces and house 200 people, 
according to the report. 
M cKeon attorn ey A lbert 
Bianchi told the board that the 
site is zoned for up to 100 
apartment units, and said only 
80 units are proposed in order 
to minimize impact of develop­ 
ment 
Bianchi also rapped “ pre- 
hearing publicity” on the pro­ 
posal, saying statements made 
last week by Fairfax Town 
Councilman Frank J. 
Egger 
prejudged the 
project and 
“ tend to make almost a cha­ 
rade out of this public hear­ 
ing.” 
Egger. running for reelection 
to the council, said he opposed 
development of the site on the 
“ basis of density alone". 
Bianchi urged the board to 
keep the project out of the 
“ political football season.” 
The proposal was roundly 
criticized by several neighbors 
and Fairfax residents, among a 


crowd of about 40 who attended 
the hearing. 


Louis Vaccaro. who said he 
owns property near the Buon 
Gusto site, claimed that the 
hearing was legally "clouded. ” 
saying neighbors had not been 
given notice of a rezoning hear­ 
ing for the parcel last year. 
Another man. William Anker of 
11 Olema Road, described the 
rezoning as “ sneaky-poo” . 


The town council rezoned the 
property' from restricted com­ 
mercial district to multiple res­ 
idential in November, 1972. 


Anker also warned that the 
project may become a “ shoddy 
slum," and said the develop­ 
ment would compound severe 
drainage and sewage problems 
in the area. 
The project drew the support 
of several residents, one of 
whom described the board as a 
“ bunch of idiots" since lagging 
on approval of the impact re­ 
port will result in wasted time 


and spiralling development 
costs. 
The board said it needs more 
information before acting on 
the report, including the total 
projected cost of the develop­ 
ment, more precise air pollu­ 
tion and traffic information, 
and other data. 


Board m em bers admitted 
that the report will probably 
require a series of hearings, 
and said the project is especial­ 
ly difficult to evaluate since the 


board has no staff to aid in 
review of such planning mat­ 
ters.

“ I doubt this will have any 
effect on my political career 
because these charges will be 
dismissed,” he said 
Seotti said the scheme in­ 
volved $12,000 and about 80,000 
letters were mailed. 


NEW ARK, N J. (U P I) - 
Three workmen cleaning a big, 
muck-filled sewer pipe in the 
Jersey swamplands were killed 
yesterday when they were over­ 
come by toxic fumes, police 
said. 
A police spokesman said two 
scuba divers who were called 
after rescue workers were driv­ 
en back by the gases pulled the 
bodies from the 4-by-6-foot, 750- 
foot long pipe. 
"It was filled with muck and 
water." said Paradise. 
The captain said the victims. 
who were not wearing gas 
masks, were trying to remove 
sludge from the pipe with a 
narrow, 850-foot-long steel cable 
that had a shovel at one end. 
The other end was attached to a 
truck. 
One of the victims crawled 
into the pipe to look for the end 
o f the cleaning cable, and the 
others noted that he failed to 
return and went in after him. 
William Colon, 27, of Jersey 
City, N J., the foreman of an­ 
other crew, crawled in when 
radio contact was broken off 
and spotted the bodies. He 
backed out in time to avoid 
injury. 
It took the divers three IO* 
minute trips to bring the bodies 
out. Police said the victims 
were found at distances of 50, 
37, and 30 feet from the opening 
of the pipe, which is one of a 
network that carries refuse 
from downtown Newark to the 
swamps 
A company spokesman said 
the clean up crews had been 
working under a city contract 
for the past three months and 
that this particular job “ was 
coming to an end,” 
The victims were not wearing 
gas masks when they entered 
the pipe. Paradiso said. 
The victims, employes of the 
Robinson Pipe Cleaning Co. of 
Newark, were tentatively iden­ 
tified as Thomas Williams, 30. 
Robert Rivers, 36, and Sergio

Drivers Tending To 
Ignore Pooling Rides 


Despite gasoline shortages 
and government pleas for more 
car pooling, Marin and Sonoma 
commuters are driving to work 
alone in increasing numbers. 
Vehicle counts comparing 
morning commuter traffic on 
Monday with June 18 on the 
Golden Gate Bridge, showed 
the average occupancy per ve­ 
hicle had dropped from 1.35 in 
June to 1.31 on Monday. 


Gen. Mgr. Dale W. Luehnng 
said the figures indicated larg­ 
er car pools had the greatest 
cuts. The number of single­ 
occupancy vehicles, he reported 
to district directors, went from 
15,058 to 15,339 on those dates. 
While the number of two- 
occupant vehicles went slightly 
up from 3,934 to 3,941, three- 
occupant vehicles dropped from 
736 to 664 and four-occupant 
vehicles from 313 to 215. 
Other counts showed five oc­ 
cupant vehicles dropped from 
76 to 52 and six occupant vehi­ 
cles from 74 to 51 


Luehring also reported that 
while the number of commuters 
has increased steadily, bridge 
tra ffic 
during 
N ovem ber 
dropped 2.19 per cent compared 
to the same month last year. 


The additional commuters ap­ 
parently helped to account for 
the record 8,379 who rode dis­ 
trict buses on Monday. 


Jail Terms Urged 
For Fuel Violators 
ANNAPOLIS, Md. (UPI) - 
Gov. Marvin Mandel wants jail 
terms for anyone found guilty 
of raising fuel prices above 
federal guidelines to induce 
higher profits. 


Mandel said he is preparing 
an executive order which will 
impose a 60-day jail term and 
fines as high as $1,000 for viola­ 
tors. The order will make it a 
crime for anyone to charge 
excessive prices for heating oil. 
diesel fuel or gasoline. 


Auto Sales 
Gain Over 
Last Year's 


DETROIT (UPI) - For the 
first time since mid-September, 
U.S. auto makers have reported 
they sold more cars in a 10-day 
sales period this year than they 
did during the same period last 
year. 
They credited a steady switch 
to smaller cars for the reversed 
trend in declining sales, a 1 per 
cent increase over the Dec. 1-10 
period in 1972. 
Mack W. Worden, GM vice 
president for marketing, said 
the new car market “continues 
to reflect buyer indecision re­ 
sulting from confusion and un­ 
certainty with regard to the 
energy situation and its related 
impacts." 
Nearly every small car model 
available showed an increase 
over last year, as did many of 
the intermediate models. The 
automakers sold 182,436 cars in 
the Dec. 1-10 period—a modest 
1 per cent jump over a year 
ago. 
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It was the first time since the 
1974 models were introduced 
that General Motors, the indus­ 
try giant, showed such a gain. 
GM sales were up 2.8 per cent 
while American Motors contin­ 
ued its strong pace with a 43 
per cent jump. 
Ford Motor Co. sales were 
down 6.1 per cent, but small 
cars — the Pinto, Maverick, 
Mustang II and Comet— ac­ 
counted for one of every two 
sales. Mustang was up 185 per 
cent from a year ago, Pinto 
was up 39 per cent, and Maver­ 
ick showed a 25 per cent jump 


Chrysler was down I.l per 
cent, primarily in the big car 
area Sales of the compact Val­ 
iant were up 64 per cent, while 
Dart sales increased 41 per 
cent. 
Chrysler Chairman Lyna 
Townsend, in a year-end statf^. 
ment yesterday, said his firm * 
production would be more thafi 
50 per cent small cars by mid- 
January. The company is indef­ 
initely idling 2,100 workers at 
two big car assembly plants, 
while converting its Newark, * 
Del., facility to Dart and Val-~~. 
iant production.

Not All Asian Women 
Find Life Liberated

(Second of two articles) 
Women by tradition have con­ 
trolled the family budget in 
countries such as Vietnam, In­ 
dia, Laos, Cambodia and Hong 
Kong, where women invest the 
fam ily funds in intricately 
carved gold and silver jewelry 
and wear their bank accounts 
like baubles. 
Men are served first in Asian 
restaurants because, it is said, 
Asian women believe man is a 
weaker, more fragile being 
whose needs must be taken 
care of first. 
Not all Asian women, howev­ 
er, find life so liberated. 
In India the vast majority of 
women are illiterate, subject to 
arranged marriages which they 
cannot refuse but which their 
would be male partners can. 
They consider their husbands 
as overlords. Women in manual 
jobs in India receive lower 
wages than men and often per­ 
form the most strenuous work. 
In Indonesia, women take a 
back seat to the man. About 90 
per cent of Indonesian women 
marry under Moslem law, per­ 
mitting a man four wives and 
allowing him to divorce them 
on such grounds as neglect of 
family duties. But a divorced 
wife can go to court to veto any 
marriage candidate of her di­ 
vorced spouse 
In Japan the family system is 
rigid and 
housewifely duties 
specifically defined — definitely 
unliberated. Keiji Kamata, 28, 
a bachelor who works for a film 
distributor, 
commented, ‘‘I 
don’t think it’s possible for 
women to be economically inde­ 
pendent in Japanese society to­ 
day. Women’s Lib is just at­ 
tacking 
in 
one 
direction: 
women’s rights, women’s posi­ 
tion. The whole society, the 
whole 
social 
system 
must 
change for women's position to 
improve. Right now. Japan is a 
man’s country.” 


LATIN AMERICA rem ains 
the stronghold of “machismo” 
— the swashbuckling Don Juan 
image. W omen’s Liberation 
movements are few and far 
between. There is one in Argen­ 
tina that serves mainly as a 
discussion 
group, 
another in 
V enezuela 
that 
p ro tested 
against 
a 
beauty contestant, 
and a “women's rights’’ group 
in Peru trying to change dis­ 
crim inatory laws. No more 
than a fourth of the adult wom­ 
en hold jobs outside the home in 
Latin American countries. 


“We’re not about to bum our 
bras," a young Chilean woman 
said. “They’re too expensive.” 


Maria Elena Oddone, the 
spokeswoman of an Argentine 
Women’s 
Liberation 
group, 
didn’t 
want 
to reveal 
her 
group’s membership “ because 
we are so few it’s a psychologi­ 
cally negative factor. 


“It will take five, six or seven 
years for us to reach the level 
of consciousness and activism 
that the U.S. women’s libera­ 
tion movement has achieved," 
she said. 


In Peru 40 per cent of univer­ 
sity enrollment is female, but 
there are still laws that forbid 
women to work without their 
husbands' consent. 


In a number of Latin Ameri­ 
can countries there are women 
political 
figures, 
but 
usually 
they are figureheads acting for 


a male family member. 


PUERTO RICO, perhaps be­ 
cause of its close relationship 
with the United States, does 
have a vocal Women’s Libera­ 
tion movement, women cabinet 
members, and San Juan for 20 
years had a woman mayor. 


Directed south of the United 
States border in Mexico the 
government has found it neces­ 
sary to launch a campaign 
against “ machismo” to try to 
slow the country's 3.4 per cent 
yearly population growth rate. 
The idea is to convince men not 
to measure their masculinity by 
the number of children, and 
specifically the number of sons, 
they can produce. 
Things are getting better 
slowly in Latin America, with 
more women in better jobs, but 
for now it’s Chauvinism, Si! 
Liberation. No!

“ It’s a great relief,’’ she ad­

She weathered the mini-maxi­ 
midi fashion convolutions be­ 
cause a determined coterie of 
Maxwell fans kept buying and 
believing in her kind of hardy, 
timeless fashion. These were 
the chic uncluttered, comforta­ 
ble styles that became for most 
Maxwell loyalists the building 
blocks of long-range wardrobes 
that were expected to carry on 
valiantly for years.

It 
feels like sheer doeskin, she 
claims, yet is washable, spot- 
resistant, and durable.

By SANDRA HAGGERTY 
Distributed by Los Angeles Times Syndicate 
SALT LAKE CITY — “White women have 
been ‘niggered’ in this society, too. Institu­ 
tionalized sexism and institutionalized racism 
are parallel phenomena. ” 
The speaker was a white female, encourag­ 
ing blacks and women to unite against a 
common oppressor — the white male. 
Though there may be a few logistical 
parallels between the women’s liberation 
movement and the black libera-

tion movement — strategies 
and rhetoric for bringing about 
desired changes — the nonpar­ 
allels are considerably more 
glaring. 
White women are not accused 
of being members of a com­ 
pletely separate species, as 
black people have been. They 
have not been bombarded by 
theories and theses published 
down through history which at­ 
tempt to prove them to be 
something less than human 


WITHOUT EXCEPTION, 
these ethnologies are absolutely 
Incredible. Still, they were 
widely read and seriously con-

sidered. It is the task of the 
“ race thinker” to reinforce 
and/or substantiate what he al­ 
ready (rightly or wrongly) be­ 
lieves. 


Skull size, facial features, 
brain size (along with the num­ 
ber and depth of fissures* and 
IQ have been offered (scientifi­ 
cally and academically) as ex­ 
planations for racial differences 
and a rationale for subhuman 
treatment for blacks 


One scholar applied the theo­ 
ry of hybrid reproduction to 
blacks and whites. His theory 
stated that, since blacks and 
whites were of separate spec­ 
ies, their offspring (like tanger­ 
ines and mules) would be ste­ 
rile, 
unable 
to 
reproduce 
themselves. Consequently, 
black-white hybrids would 
eventually die out. His theory, 
obviously, was lacking in proof. 


Would you believe another 
lunatic (employing the scientific 
method) developed a theory 
using body lice (yeah, body lice) 
as indices to the separate-spec- 
les theory?

Spacecraft 
Looks Again 
At Jupiter 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD - 
The Pioneer 10 spacecraft lost 
and then rediscovered the plan­ 
et Jupiter’s mysterious magnet­ 
ic field four times yesterday as 
it headed deeper into space, 
scientists were told. 
"At Jupiter we are dealing 
with a huge and far out beast," 
project Scientist John Wolfe 
told the American Geophysical 
Union convention here. “The 
outer edges of the field are very 
soft and it's like hitting a pile of 
straw.” 
The mysteries of the planet’s 
magnetic field, which expands 
and contracts like a rubber 
band over millions of miles, is 
important because of its impli­ 
cations for the magnetic field of 
earth 
The size and shape of Jupi­ 
ter's field, whether it looks like 
a doughnut or a pancake, be­ 
came controversial 10 days ago 
when Pioneer made its closest 
approach to Jupiter. 
Pioneer rediscovered the elu­ 
sive field yesterday 6.5 million 
miles from Jupiter, Wolfe said.

School Age Proposal

SACRAMENTO (UPD - The 
state Board of Education yes­ 
terday went on record against 
lowering California’s compulso­ 
ry school attendance age to 14. 
The National Commission on 
Secondary School Reform ear­ 
lier this week recommended 
such a reduction in the age of 
required attendance, contend­ 
ing it would combat classroom 
boredom. 
But Dr. Wilson Riles, state 
school superintendent, told the 
board. “The answer to prob­ 
lems of boredom by high school 
students is not to give up on 
their education, abandoning 
them to the streets ” 
“If the compulsory attend­ 
ance age were lowered to 14, 
the result in California could 
moan more than 1.5 million 
additional teen-agers out of 
school,” Riles said 
“That would not only be an 
educational tragedy, but also 
an economic disaster for the 
state's already strained job 
market,” he added 
Currently, California students 


must attend school until they 
are 18 or receive a high school 
diploma. The board’s resolution 
urged that this requirement be 
retained 
Riles also wanred the board 
to "go-slow” on the idea of 
sw itching to four-day school 
weeks to ease the energy short­ 
age 
If four-day school weeks were 
adopted throughout the state, 
Riles said it would leave many 
working parents with the prob­ 
lem of what to do with their 
youngsters on the fifth day 
"And we also should be sure 
that a four-day week really 
would save energy,” Riles said. 
"What about the youngster who 
stays at home on the fifth day 
and turns on the television all 
day. Is that saving energy?”

Scott Diamond says he’s no 
criminal, even if Marin County 
authorities treat him like one. 
His only offenses, he main­ 
tained yesterday, are his eco­ 
nomic condition — poor — and 
his lifestyle — living aboard the 
ponderous d re d g e r G olden 
Gate 
“ The board of supervisors 
looks at things from a middle- 
class point of view.” he said. 
“Like everyone wants to, or 
should, live in a heated house 
on a hill.” 
Diamond, 23, was to face a 
jury trial yesterday on a charge 
that he failed to get a permit 
for his floating home. 
The Golden Gate, which Dia­ 
mond and three friends cail 
home, was declared a nuisance 
by supervisors in October after 
Diamond beached it on mud­ 
flats at Strawberry Point to 
repair the 350-ton vessel's leak­ 
ing bottom 
Some residents of Strawberry 
Point declared the dredger an 
eyesore and its residents “ hip­ 
pies” looking for a free place to 
live. Supervisor Robert A. Rou- 
miguiere said houseboats have 
turned Richardson Bay into “ a 
doggone garbage dump . . . a 
cancer in the heart of M arin.'’ 
Supervisors gave Diamond 
until Dec 11 to get his boat off 
Strawberry Point or they would 
contract to have it destroyed 
On Monday, a day before the 
deadline, the Golden Gate was 
towed — at Diamond’s expense 
— off the beach to the drydocks 
in Richardson Bay, themselves 
a target of public and private 
anger as a blot on the bay. 
Yesterday, slues like slate 
broke into rain after threaten­ 
ing all morning but the natural 
gloom and the legal gloom 
hanging over the Golden Gate 
failed to dampen the activity on 
board 


Life on a 49-year-old dredger 
in Richardson Bay is tough but 
Diamond is resolute that life 
there will go on, at least until 
he finds an alternative place to 
go. 
“ They are trying to single us 
out, to make an example of us, 
but we are not going to give up 
to them.” he vowed. 
And while court battles pro 
ceed there is work to be done. 
Diamond and friend Mike Shoe­ 
make, 20, were busy collecting 
discarded tires to use as cush­ 
ions between the 78-foot-long 
dredger and the drydocks. 
Beside the Golden Gate was 
the houseboat Delight, whose 
owners also have received 
abatem ent notices from the 
county. 
C hristm as is com ing and 
even at the drydocks there is a 
tree — positioned in a corner of 
the combination galley and liv­ 
ing room on the top story of the 
two-story Golden Gate — with 
brightly wrapped presents be­ 
neath it. 
Light is supplied by oil-bum 
ing lamps (there is no electrici­ 
ty) and a potbelly stove makes 
a dent in the chill of winter 
days and nights on the bay. 
Hot water is a luxury that 
comes only when heated on a 
propane cookstove and drinking 
water must be carried in bot­ 
tles from the shore 
There are two bedroom s 
choked with plants nurtured by 
Laura Ward, 26, another resi­ 
dent, and a makeshift green­ 
house on the deck. 
Sewage goes directly into the 
bay, just as it does from the 
hundreds of houseboats on the 
Sausalito waterfront and be 
yond. 
Diamond is a boat carpenter 
with plans to make the cavern 
ous bottom story of the dredger 
into a-w orkshop. Shoem ake 
owns a truck and earns money

“Supervisor Womum and his 
wife came by Monday to see 
that we got off,” she said. 
“When his wife saw the dredger 
she just started laughing like it 
was the ugliest thing in the 
world But those apartm ents on 
Strawberry are ugly to me. 
“ A lady from another news­ 
paper told us the rich people 
think we like to live with no hot 
water or other comforts. But 
we’ve got to get the bottom 
fixed first, then we can work on 
the rest.” 
Families on the Golden Gate 
plan to refurbish the dredger 
and brighten it with a coat of 
paint — yellow — install a 
wind powered generator for 
electricity and chem ical or 
compost toilets. There is a wa­ 
ter heater and stove that will 
work after some repairs 
The bottom was not complete­ 
ly patched dunng the Golden 
G ate’s six-month sojourn on 
Strawberry point. A bilge pump 
must labor 30 minutes a day. 
“ I don’t want to stay here too 
long,” said Diamond “ What I 
want to do is get it out of the 
water and fixed ” 
Once the dredger can be 
trusted on the sea, Diamond 
says, it will be towed up the 
Sacramento or San Joaquin riv­ 
ers, where there are no ocean 
insects or worms to eat at the 
bottom 
But the nuisance abatement 
action and criminal action by 
the county demands that the 
Golden Gate leave Marin Coun 
ty waters. “ We are not interest­ 
ed in putting the man in jail,” 
said marine inspector Richard 
L. Larson 
“All we want is 
compliance. If we don’t get it, 
then we'll have to proceed with 
the abatement action, removal 
and demolition.” 
Cost estimate to destroy the 
Golden Gate has been reduced 
from $11,500 to $5,000, accord­ 
ing to Larson With that kind of 
money, Diamond says, he could 
fix the dredger to meet county 
codes. 
If he is forced to leave it will 
be after spending most oi his 
life on the waterfront. At 8, he 
lived with his parents in the 
S preckel’s boat house near 
Gate 5, where the Golden Gate 
was berthed until it moved into 
hot water at Strawberry Point. 
His lifestyle, he says, has 
been practiced by waterfront 
people for a century 
“The policy is to leave every­ 
one alone until sewer hookups 
are installed." Diamond said, 
referring to a two-year county 
plan to force cleanup of house­ 
boat m annas

Signs Encouraging On 
Bald Eagle Population 


By I P I N T E R N A T I O N A L 
Will the day come when bald 
eagles — the national bird — 
can be found only in zoos? 
Although there is no clear 
answer to the fate of this en­ 
dangered species, the experts 
are coming up with some en­ 
couraging evidence that the no­ 
ble birds may escape extinction 
in their wild habitat. 
Once plentiful on the East 
and West coasts, the whitehead­ 
ed, 
black-bodied eagles with 
wmgspans of up to eight feet 
have fallen prey in recent years 
to pesticide — poisoned foods, 
human encroachment on nest­ 
ing sites, poisoned bait, electro­ 
cution on power lines, and hunt­ 
ers. Protection by federal and 
state laws has proved ineffectu­ 
al. 
The Interior Department s 
first eagle census, completed 
last spring, indicates that at 
least 1.000 pairs nest in the 
I'nited States south of the Cana 
dian border, some 250 more 
pairs than previously estimat­ 
ed. However, officails of the 
Audubon Society — a leader in 
the crusade to save the bald 
eagle — claim this represents a 
more extensive beak count 
rather than a real increase in 
eagle population 
“ We’re dealing with birds 
with a longevity of 20 to 30 
years, so it's too early to make 
any correlation between the 
ban on the use of DDT and any 
increase in eagle reproduc­ 
tion." said Richard Paul, an 
Audubon research biologist. 
‘Such information just doesn't 
exist yet." 
Eagles ingest DDT and other 
pesticides with their food, 90 
per cent of which is fresh water 


fish, to the extent that residues 
in the birds sometimes is a 
million times that found in the 
environment. High level resi­ 
dues causes eagles' eggs to be 
infertile or kills the developing 
embryo. Eggs also develop un­ 
usually thin shells that are bro­ 
ken easily during incubation. 
In Maine, where DDT resi­ 
dues tend to disappear slowly in 
the cold soil, authorities count­ 
ed 29 eagles’ nests in use but 
found only eight eaglets. By 
contrast in warmer California, 
19 nests contained 24 chicks, an 
average of 1.26 per nest 
"We feel this level of produc­ 
tivity is satisfactory to main­ 
tain the population as it now 
exists," said Robert Malette, 
biologist for the California De­ 
partment of Fish and Game, 
who also stressed it will be a 
few years before experts can 
declare the eagle's decline halt­ 
ed. 
Fortunately, the level of DDT 
in fresh water fish has declined 
sharply, and young eagles are 
expected to be much freer of 
residue than older birds. But 
tremendous damage already 
has been done, according to all 
research sources. 
National Audubon Research 
director Alexander Sprunt IV 
believes the eagle population in 
some areas — notably parts of 
Florida, Maine, Chesapeake 
Bay and the Great Lakes — has 
declined as much as 50 to 90 per 
cent in the past 20 years. 
The Interior Department's 
survey of the largest eagle pop­ 
ulations showed 300 to 400 pairs 
in Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and 
Michigan, 350 pairs in Mary­ 
land, Delaware, Virginia and 
Florida, and 100 pairs in Ore-

In the 
Lake Erie region, there are 
only seven known breeding 
pairs and they produced only 
one eaglet this year, 
Malette said the California 
eagle population of about 50 
pairs has held steady for two 
years and biologists are “ opti­ 
mistic" about the species hold 
ing its own unless human activ­ 
ity causes wholesale relocation 
of nesting sites. 
"If these activities continue, 
they may cause a significant 
decline in the population by 
preventing birds from sustain­ 
ing themselves," he said 
“ In 
some cases disturbances at the 
nest will cause chicks to starve 
to death when adult birds won't 
come in to feed them. Where 
nests are on public land, we 
work closely with public land 
agencies to make them as dis­ 
turbance free as possible. 
For nests on private lands, he 
said, the department has asked 
owners, such as loggers, to 
modify their land use practices 
near nests. In certain cases, the 
department's protection efforts 
may include acquiring the prop-

erty immediately around the 
nest area. In addition, warnings 
are issued to the public that 
persons shooting eagles are 
subject to a fine of $1,000 or one 
year in jail, or both 
Zoos are not the answer to 
the preservation of the species 
because eagles do not breed 
well in captivity. Only one in­ 
stance of successful breeding — 
more than 50 years ago in the 
Buffalo, 
N.Y., zoo — was 
recorded until last February 
when an eaglet was hatched at 
the Crandon Park Zoo in Mi­ 
ami, Fla. Another was hatched 
in May at the National Zoologi­ 
cal Park in Washington, D C.

Reasonable Search Ruling By Highest Court 


It is a slow process, but bit 
by bit the U.S. Supreme Court 
seems to be restoring some 
reasonableness to law enforce­ 
ment. 


The latest step was the high 
court’s 6-3 decision Tuesday 
that it is legal for law enforce­ 
ment officers to search any 
person who has been legally 
arrested, and that evidence 
found in such a search is ad- 
missable in court. 


Offhand, these would appear 
such patently obvious assump­ 
tions that they could be taken 
for granted. But they have not 
been so for some years. A long 
series of decisions by lower 
courts have resulted in thou­ 
sands of criminals being turned 
loose either after trial or with­ 
out facing trial because evi­ 
dence was uncovered in a 
search conducted without a 
warrant. 


IT SHOULD BE obvious that 
there is great difference be­ 
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tween searching the person of 
someone who has been arrested 
with probable cause and invad­ 
ing the premises or searching 
the person of someone else who 
has not been cited for any 
crime. But court decisions have 
not only blurred but largely 
eliminated the distinction. 
Almost any police officer can 
cite cases where he has been 
forced to release a guilty per­ 
son because the evidence he 
found was inadmissible under 
these search-and-seizure deci­ 
sions. 
A particularly ridiculous case 
that comes to mind occurred a 
few years ago in Marin County. 
A man arrested on another 
charge was being booked into 
the county jail. In accordance 
with jail rules, his belt was 


removed 
— 
a 
precaution 
against violence and suicide 
attempts. 
The jailor noticed 
that the belt buckle was actual­ 
ly a thick case snapped shut. 
Opening it, he found several 
illegal drug capsules. The man 
accordingly was charged with 
drug possession. But when the 
case was taken to court, the 
judge threw it out on the 
ground that such a search was 
illegal. 
The judge threw out the case 
because he feared reversal, in 
view of the long series of 
search-and-seizure decisions — 
and the lack of a definitive 
ruling by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 
TUESDAY'S decision, written 
by Justice William H. Rehnqu- 
ist, puts the matter clearly: “ It 


is the fact of lawful arrest 
which establishes the authority 
to search.” 


The dissenting opinion, by 
Justices William 0. Douglas, 
William J. Brennan Jr., and 
Thurgood Marshall, actually 
made the case for the majority 
decision. 


The dissenters objected to 
“ departure from our long tradi­ 
tion of case-by-case adjudica­ 
tion of the reasonableness of 
searches.” It was that case-by- 
case approach which made it 
impossible for police to know 
where they stood, and clogged 
the courts with needless ap­ 
peals. 
Further, objected the dissen­ 
ters: “ It is the role of the 
judiciary, not of police officers, 
to delimit the scope of the 
exceptions to the warrant re­ 
quirement.” 
That is exactly what the judi­ 
ciary — six men on its highest 
bench — did in Tuesday’s deci­ 
sion.

For one thing, there will be districts 
here and there throughout the state 
w ithout direct representation in the State 
Senate from January 1975 to January 
1977: parts of Los Angeles and Orange 
counties.

solar energy on their own. 
They are Joseph Lindmayer and Peter 
Varadi, whose Solarex firm makes no 
pretense of solving all the country's 
energy problems overnight. But they 
have applied their space background to 
producing a solar-electric cell more effi­ 
cient than any other yet devised, and 
readied it for remote applications such as 
ocean buoys, oil platforms, fire towers 
and irrigation pumps. 
They say most current estimates about 
solar energy’s future are wrongly based 
on its cost in the space program, where 


money was virtually unlimited and stan­ 
dards of near-perfection were imposed 
The silicon cell they have refined has a 
theoretically infinite life, thus outdating 
Kehle's statements about the ratio of cost 
to energy produced. 


Varadi insists that pessimistic fore­ 
casts about solar energy today are paral­ 
lel to such talk about nuclear energy in 
1944. These scientists predict that with a 
serious government commitment to its 
development, solar energy will account 
for a "measurable percentage” of build­ 
ing heating in only five to 10 years, and 
solar cells will make such a dent in 
electricity output in no more than 15 
years 


THE DECISION to proceed in these 
new fields must be based on today’s data, 
not yesterday’s — and on the elementary 
economic fact that the more new units 
the country builds, the less each costs. It 
also must recognize a worthwhile goal in 
cleanly filling a tiny percentage of the 
total energy demand today, then a steadi­ 
ly growing proportion in each year 
ahead.

'Operation Candor' Not Candid Enough; 
President Nixon Remains Secretive 


WASHINGTON - The only candid 
report which can be made on the state of 
the presidency is this: 


1 — The fact that the nation now has in 
Gerald Ford a respected and acceptable 
vice president is not feeding the flames 
for Richard Nixon’s resignation or im 
peachment. Ford is an asset to the 
president and improves the prospect that 
he will remain in office. 


2 — But Mr Nixon is in deepening 
trouble and only he can extricate himself 
from it."Operation Candor" has not been 
candid enough and the president has not 
begun to restore his credibility signifi­ 
cantly This is not just the reaction of Mr 
Nixon’s opponents. It is evident that 
there is a gathering consensus of those 
who wish him well that time is running 
out and that the president has not yet 
embraced the way to restore trust and 
confidence in his presidency 


MOST AMERICANS earnestly want to 
consider Mr 
Nixon innocent unless 
proved guilty, but something new has 
been added to the state of mind I find in 
many quarters friendly to the president 
The feeling now is that the president 
must produce evidence to clear himself 
and that lie cannot simply wait for some 
court, judicial or political, to report that 
there is no conclusive evidence to the 
contrary. 


Too many valid doubts have been 
raised, not by hostile arguments alone 
but by events, and it is clear that Mr. 
Nixon has not yet done enough to erase 
them in the public mind —and public 
opinion will determine the president's 
fate 


I am not saying that the worst is 
inevitable. I am saying that nearly every­ 
thing which the president has done and 
said since the Watergate offenses began 
to surface has been so tardy and reluc­ 
tant that now only heroic frankness can 
arrest the adverse tide. 


THE INSTANT REACTION to the 
sweanng in of Gerald Ford was that, 
since the country now has a suitable vice 
president, Republican senators and con­ 


gressmen who are up for election next 
year would press for Mr. Nixon's resigna­ 
tion. 


There is some talk to that effect, but it 
is lessening, not increasing. One reason is 
that Ford is taking exactly the opposite 
line and he carries weight with his 
Republican colleagues. He is making it 
clear that Mr Nixon has no intention of 
resigning and that under any circum­ 
stances he can see President Nixon will 
be an asset in the congressional elections. 


Ford contends that GOP candidates 
will be wise to stand with the president, 
and that in any event the Republican 
congressmen should be willing to stand 
up and be counted if impeachment pro­ 
ceedings come to a vote in the House. 
Ford's view is that impeachment would 
be defeated by a majority vote at its first 
test. 


THF: CENTRAL REASON why the 
president is in trouble may well be that 
the proclaimed more open administration 
is not coming to pass. Things seem to be 
run as secretively as ever, with Mr. 
Nixon continuing to isolate himself. 


The president rarely allows his aides or 
his other top officials to deal with him 
face to face 
Former Colorado Gov. John Love, who 
resigned the governorship to accept ap­ 
pointment as White House energy chief, 
says he was never able to talk with Mr. 
Nixon alone. 
The president’s constitutional lawyer 
reveals that White House aides permitted 
him to state in court that Mr. Nixon 
would “ comply in full" with the subpoena 
for tapes, though they knew before he 
gave this assurance to the court that two 
of the tapes were missing but didn’t tell 
him. 
Earlier Nixon fired Interior Secy. Wal­ 
ter Hickel rather than confer with him 
face to face, and Governor Love experi­ 
enced the same thing 
It is this kind of insulation which, I 
believe, led to most of the Watergate 
crimes, without anyone saying “ Stop, this 
is wrong."

Maybe Marin Public Transit 
Could Be Sold As Money-Saver 


Let’s have a try at exploring Marin 
Transit Mgr. Ray Foreaker’s several 
plans to tax Marin folks to pay for buses 
to be used in intra-county service. He 
indicated that any method or methods 
selected by the transit district directors 
should be submitted to a vote of the 
people. 


He suggested a half-cent additional 
sales tax, also registration fees ranging 
from $10 for one vehicle to $150 for five 
garaged at the same address. 


Then there has been some thought by 
the directors that at the June election the 
present tax rate of 5 cents per $100 
assessed valuation be increased to 25 
cents. 


Womum preferred a sales tax of 20 
cents a gallon on gasoline. Amgoni 
pushed for a county income tax and 
wanted the staff to explore the legality. 


THE HALF-CENT SALES tax would 
raise $2.2 million a year and the county 
registration fee would bring another $1.9 


million, while 25 cents on $100 valuation 
would raise $1.75 million. 
To me it seems that the registration fee 
is a dangerous move Next there could be 
a registration tax on a sewing machine, a 
clothes washer or dryer, or what have 
you.

D-San Francisco, chairman 
of the Joint Rules Committee, 
said “personal guests" of legis­ 
lators will be allowed in the 
rear of each chamber after 
they sign “a waiver of liabili­ 
ty • " 
Burton also said the viewing 
galleries above the chambers 
will be closed 
Legislative employes and 
news media members will be 
permitted access to the cham­ 
bers when the legislature is in 
session 
Burton also said live closed 
circuit television transmission 
of the sessions of each house 
would be provided for the pub­ 
lic in two hearing rooms in the 
east wing of the Capitol 
Burton said all service units, 
such as the bill room, telephone 
message center and state po­ 
lice. ere being relocated in the 
newer east wing 
By Jan. 1, Burton said, all 
public entrances to the west 
wnng will be closed Workers 
Wednesday began sealing the 
entrances between the two 
wmgs with sheetrock 
Burton’s announcement came 
the same day a 40-year era of 
the press sharing quarters with 
the legislature in the Capitol 
ended wfien the last news serv­ 
ice.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Leg 
lslation intended to open public 
lands for construction of more 
privately owned ski resorts 
drew 
fire yesterday 
from 
spokesmen for environmentalist 
organizations 


The environmentalists, testi­ 
fying before the House Public 
Lands Subcommittee, termed 
the legislation ‘‘a landgrab" 
and charged it would lead to 
the ‘ destruction” of scenic 
mountainsides in the West. 


A spokesman for the Sierra 
Club also suggested the bill, 
introduced by Rep Harold T. 
Johnson, D-Calif., was intended 
to pave the way for a huge ski 
and summer resort that Disney 
Enterprises wants to build on 
government land in California. 


The legislation was supported 
by the Forest Service, spokes 
men lor ski operators and an 
official of a Denver. Colo., bank 
which has financed the con 
struction of two big ski resorts. 
The bill would do away with 
an 80-acre limitation on the 
amount of public land that may 
be leased to a commercial en­ 
terprise 
It also would allow 
leases for up to 50 years instead 
of the 30 years now permitted 
under the law 
“ This bill represents an un­ 
precedented landgrab by com­ 
mercial developers, aimed at 
national forest lands that be­ 
long to all of the people." said 
George Alderson, a spokesman 
for Friends of the Earth Alder­ 
son also said it would mean 
‘ people could be required to 
pay a private developer for the 
privilege of setting foot on some 
of the most scenic lands in the 
national forest system.”

Sugar Bowl has come a 
long way also, since those early 
days in the late 1930s

resort is now C alifornia/N e­ 
vada’s fourth largest, and vice 
president Don Schwartz had de­ 
veloped an interesting philoso­ 
phy Sugar Bowl doesn’t neces­ 
sarily seek more skiers to come 
to the resort. Instead. Mr 
Schwartz is more concerned 
with improving the area for the 
many devoted Sugar Bowl en­ 
thusiasts 
But with the plans on the 
books for the next four years, 
Sugar Bowl is bound to attract 
some new talent. One thing is 
the fact that the lift ticket price 
is only $8 — in spite of the fact 
that nearby Alpine and Squaw 
have jumped this season to $9 
and $10 respectively.

Overtime premium pay will 
be limited to time-and-a-half. 
Ordinarily, union contracts re­ 
quire double-time or even tri- 
ple-time for weekend work or 
hours beyond specified limits in 
a week. The straight-overtime 
agreement clears the way for 
seven-day work, if it is sched­ 
uled. 
The unions will cooperate 
with Alyeska in dealing with 
any other problems that might 
arise, including hiring prob­ 
lems. Each union president will 
designate a personal represent­ 
ative to be contract administra­ 
tor for his craft on the project. 
To avoid any loopholes in 
labor agreements, and to make 
the international unions fully 
responsible for them, all pacts 
must be negotiated under the 
auspices of the general presi­ 
dents of the participating un­ 
ions and must be signed by all 
parties at national and local 
levels. It is not unusual for a 
local to balk at a national 
agreement, or for a parent 
body to disclaim responsibility 
for an infraction of a locally 
negotiated agreement.

time one can recall, the securi­ 
ties industry is in a state of 
confusion and bickering, with 
morale low.” 


The consolidated ticker tape 
which was to report transac­ 
tions for stocks wherever they 
were traded, a substitute for 
\arious tickers reporting trades 
for just one exchange, is still in 
limbo 


The onginal time table called 
for the tape to be operative 
now. but instead the various 
exchanges are only reaching 
agreement on ground rules 
And after that they have to 
resolve differences with federal 
regulators 
After bitter infighting and ne­ 
gotiating with the SEC, it was 
finally decreed that the indus­ 
try would drop fixed commis­ 
sion rates on all transactions by- 
April 30, 1975. Now that deter­ 
mination is being questioned. 
The SEC tries to convince 
brokers that the end to monopo­ 
ly pricing should spur them to 
become more efficient and 
imaginative and, consequently, 
provide them with opportunities 
for profits. But, while they are 
convinced of the goodness of 
that system for others, the bro­ 
kers aren’t sure it's for them 
Currently, the New York 
Stock Exchange is arguing that 
proposed legislation threatens 
to destroy the individual stock 
exchanges because it would 


permit trading of listed stocks 
outside of exchange floors 
The alternative would be to 
kill the third market by making 
brokers join an exchange and 
conduct their trading through 
that exchange 
But, the SEC 
says, that would mean less 
competition, return to monopo 
ly conditions 
Speaking a few weeks ago to 
the Securities Industry Associa 
tion, Gairett told them that it 
‘‘cannot re-create the happy 
world of the past.’’ 
“ There is only one way to 
go,” he said, “ and those who 
cannot adjust to the future, for 
whatever reason, will have to 
drop out. Those are harsh 
words, 
but, then, these are 
harsh times .”

Proper Planning May Effect 
Substantial Saving In Taxes 


Suppose you work for wages and your taxes 
are all paid by withholding. If you itemize 
your deductions, they would not amount to 
more than the standard deduction anyway, so 
you use the tax table or Form 1040A and 
come out about even 
Tax planning may effect a substantial tax 
savings. Here’s how. Pay two years contribu­ 
tions and interest; 
two years taxes and 
medical expenses, etc., all in 1973. This could 
give you itemized deductions andyou would 
use the long form for 1973. 
--------- 
In 1974, don’t pay anything 
deductible that can be put off to 
1975. When you file your 1974 
return, you use the tax table 
which gives you the standard 
deduction Then, again in 1975, 
pay two years expenses in the 
one vear and itemize 


How does thiw work’ If you 
have enough medical expenses 
to overcome the 1 per cent floor 
on drugs and 3 per cent floor on 
medical expenses overall, pay 
ail other medical expenses you 
may have for 1973, prepay the 
medical insurance for 1973 and 
1974, have that pending dental 
work done, get new glasses, 
have that operation 


You probably paid half your 
real estate tax in April 1973. 
Now, pay all of your 1973-1974 
tax in December 1973. This will 


give you three halves to deduct 
in 
1973. 
Buy your 1974 car 
license in December You proh+ 
ably paid 1973 in January al­ 
ready and this will give you two 
for 1973. 
If you don’t have the money 
to pay these bills in advance, 
consider borrowing and com­ 
pare the interest expense on a 
loan with possible tax savings 
It may be profitable to borrow 
money to pay your expenses a 
year in advance and effect the 
tax savings 
You may be able to prepay 
the interest on the loan and 
have that also as a deduction 
this year or you may be able to 
defer paying the loan until 1975 
when you will again itemize 
deductions and pay the interest 
at that time, thus making a tax 
deductible item out of it.
